nary high schools. It should tend to 
act rather as a stimulus to the institu- 
tions — not in a spirit of rivalry with 
them, but to rniso the standard of 
education among them so they will bo 
able to send youn£ men qualified to 

sfully pursue the course of 
study marked out for them. 

1 think any one ought to admit that 
the (Iallaudet family has a rightful 
claim to a good deal of credit for be 
ing useful to deaf-mutes. There was 
T. 11. (iallaudat, in tho faceof Bremen 
dons obstacles, founding the first 
school for deaf mutes in this country. 
Next came his son. Rev. Dr. Gallaudot. 
in 1850 starting tho first deaf-mute 
church, at a time when everybody 
laughed at him for attempting a thing 
impossible. Next eamo his youngest 
son, Dr. E. M. Gallaudot, who found- 
ed tho first deaf-mute college in the 
world. Very few know what hercu 
lean efforts Dr. Gallaudot had to make 
i tho college on its feet. It was 
hard to find any one with foresight 
enough to admit that a college for 
deaf mutes was any thing but a wild, 
insane vagary. Now the college is an 
established fact, which there is no 
denying. 

Tho college is supported from money, 
secured by taxation, paid to the Gov- 
ernment by every State in the Union. 
So everv State has a right to enjoy 

Befit of the arrangement, and 
should do so. It seems extravagant 
to ask the dift'erout Stato Legislatures 
to appropriate the people's money to 

lormous salaries to instructors 
of supplemental classes, when they 
have already paid taxes to 'educate 
their deaf-mutes at U\o National Col- 
It seems as if young men who 
arc qualified to pursue a collegiate 
course, and iris/i to do so, would bo 
more benefited by going to college a 

little earlier than they usually do, be 
cause they not only get the benefit of 
iiatic instruction, but they 

come ill contact with some of the 

brightest young men from (-very State. 

Tbis alone would bo very beneficial to 

them. 1 think it has been the expori 

eiiee of most of the students (hat 

tO college early, and 

spend a year or two in the preparatory 

class, stand a boetor chance of enter

My Dear Mr. ItiuEn : — My visit to 
tho Now York doaf-mute institution 
during the 89th and 30th ult., was 
made pleasant by Drs. Peot and Tor 
ter.

After 
Mr. David was done Mr. Chamberlain 
spoke to the audience about tho church 
work in which Dr. Gallaudot bad been 
engaged, and tho writer made some 
remarks about the wise man who built 
a house on a rock, and the foslish man 
who built a house on the sand. 

In the afternoon Rev. Mr Chamber- 
lain proached in the church, his text 
being, "I am the light of the world." 
He made some beautiful illustrations 
about light, which enchained the atten- 
tion of tho audience. Then Mr. Til- 
linghast made a short address against 
sectarianism, as he always does. 

In the evening we had a prayer- 
ig in the chapel, and somo speech- 
es were made. Rev. Dr. Davis ciosed 
flu- meeting with prayer, which Air. 
Chamberlain translated into signs for 
the benefit of the deaf-mutes. After 
prayer the whole deaf-mute audic 
went to Mr. Kent's hospitable man- 
sion, in a body, and enjoyed social 
rsatious until very late in the 
night. 

The next morning all the deaf-mutes 
bade good bye to Mr. Kent and his 
amiable family and went home.

AMMONIA IN THE KITCHEN. 

The pantry shelves are getting grimy, 
or finger marks around the door latch- 
es and knobs are looking dark and un- 
sightly. For lack of time they are 
left day after day, for it is hard 
work to scour all the time, and it 
wears off tbe paint too. The husband 
keeps his bottle of oil, or perhaps a 
largo can holds it ; be never stints in 
that. Now, suppose his wife bad a 
bottle of spirits of ammonia to use ; 
she takes her basin of water and a 
clean cloth, just puts on a few drops 
of the fluid, and wipes off all tho dirt ; 
it is worth moro than half a day's 
labor, and does not hurt the paint ei- 
ther. She could put a few drops in 
her dish water und seo bow easily the 
diahes would he cleaned j a few drops 
on a sponge would clean all tho win- 
dows in the sitting-room and make 
them shine like crystal. It would 
take the stains off tbe tablespoons, and 
a tablespoonfnl in tho mop pail would 
do more good than ten pounds of el- 
bow grease applied to the mop handle. 
A housewife has just as much right to 
make her work easy and expeditions 
as her husband has. If she does not 
do it tbe fault is her own in a great 
measure. 

Jcxiata Omelet. — Beat six eggs sep- 
arately ; mix with the yolks one and a 
half cups of sweet milk, a little salt, and 
one tablespoonfnl of flour well mixed 
with a little milk ; lastly, add the 
whites beaten to a stiff froth, then 
pour all into a heated buttered or lard 
ed pan and let it boil, stirring con- 
stantly until it thickens, then pour in- 
to an omelet or baking dish, and bake 
in a quick oven. 

Potato Soup. — Pare and chop fine 
six good sized potatoes ; put them in 
a kettle with about three pints of water ; 
season with butter, pepper and salt; 
boil until just tender, not soft. Just 
before serving break into it three or 
four raw eggs, stirring briskly to break 
tho eggs before they cook.
